Good  evening  John  -  well  this  was  all  quite  straight  forward  and  was  all  buttoned  up  and 
I  was  ready  to  submit  to  the  City.  But  before  sending  it  in,  I  stopped  for  a  moment  to 
compare  a  few  of  the  parcel  assessments  and  rates  in  the  master  dbase  I  have  been 
working  from  all  this  time  with  what  you  Just  sent  over  earlier  today  and  low  and  behold 
the  amounts  were  off  for  each  and  every  parcel.  Up  to  this  point  my  understanding  from 
you  was  that  the  assessments  had  not  been  increased  at  least  since  before  the  last 
renewal.  But  when  I  did  the  math,  they  have  been  increased  by  an  oddball  amount  by 
about  3.6%  which  was  either  a  one  time  increase  tied  to  some  unknown  financial  Index 
or  could  have  been  say  two  years  of  increases  at  2%  one  year  and  1.5%  another  but  the 
math  still  doesn’t  work  perfectly.  This  was  critical  to  find  out  because  the  assessments 
for  the  4  parcels  I  have  been  talking  about  that  were  reconfigured  in  size  and  shape 
need  to  recalculated  and  I  was  using  the  original  rates  from  the  2014-15  Management 
Plan.  But  now  it  looks  like  the  rates  have  been  increased  by  this  odd  %. 

Long  story  short,  it  will  be  well  into  Thursday  before  I  can  now  resolve  these  numbers 
and  have  the  docs  ready  to  submit  to  the  City.  I  have  two  morning  appointments  and 
then  I  will  return  to  resolve  this.  I  guess  my  question  back  to  you  John  is  were  you  at  all 
aware  of  assessment  increases  for  your  BID  during  the  past  4  years,  possibly  preceding 
your  arrival  on  the  Job?  If  not,  then  there's  no  rationale  for  the  assessment  amounts  that 
were  submitted  last  year.  My  thinking  is  that  a  few  increase  were  actually  made  before 
you  arrived  and  without  your  knowledge  or  awareness.  I’ll  assume  the  latter. 

I’ll  give  you  a  status  of  this  Thursday  -  late  afternoon. 

Sorry  -  it  was  all  going  so  well  and  simple.
